The German aim at the begin- 
ning of the war, was to capture 
Paris in three weeks time and 
then to turn and defeat the Russian 
army. They had not counted on 
the British army and navy taking 
a part in it; the se ond thought of 
the Germans was that there would 
be rebellions in India and Canada 
against the British crown. 

Years ago Germany and Eng- 
land each signed a treaty saying 
they would respect Belgiutn’s neu- 
trality, but when Germany broke! 
the treaty, England was forced to} 
war on Germany. 

At the beginning, the allies gave 
way to the and 


German advance, 
the Kaiser’s War Mach‘ne marched 
gradually nearer to Paris. 

When the Germans eptered Bel- 
gium, they attacked the fortified 
city of Liege. Here they threw 
their men against the forts in large 
bodies until, after a weeks stren- 
uous fighting, they captured the 
forts with a loss of about twenty- 
eight thousand men, This and 
the attack on the Belgian army at 
Haelan were bad setbacks to the 
Germans and spoilt their plans. 

While the army of Belgium’ was 
holding the Germans in check. the 
British army and navy were ‘mobi- 
lized and sent to the front. 

The next engagement was at 
Charleroi, where the Allies fell back 
in order to keep their line from 
being pierced by the invaders. <A 
battle fought at Mons was some- 
what similar to that of Charleroi, 
the allies gradually giving the Ger- 
mane a little ground. 

After these batiles, the Germans 
hae a straight march to Paris, and 
they began to take advantage of it; 
but when they were only a few 
hours, march from their goal, the 
Germans began to retreat towards 
their own country. The allies fol- 
lowed as far as the Aisne river, 
where the Germans once  more| 
turned to fight. 

This battle of the Aisne has been | 
raging fura month and the allies 
have made slight gains against the 
enemy. 

The fighting is not oeiined to 
Be!gium and France, for over two 
million Russians are invadiug 
Austria and Germany. Their pro- 
gress through Austria has been very 
rapid and they have captured Lem- 
berg, the capital of Galicia, while in

The presence of ice is a constant 
; menace to the navigator. Its move- 
| ments, often fairly rapid when pro- 
| pelled by wind and current, make its 
| position always uncertain. One ship 
j may see immense ficlds of ice which 
another, passing over the same route 
a few days later, may never encoun- 
ter. Only those who have stood on 
} the bridge of an Atlantic liner with 
| her officers on & dark night when in 
the region where ice may a, pear can 
appreciate the anxiety of those tire- 


less men, who know that collision 
with even a small floating ice mass 
|means damage to the ship. The 


#mall masses called ‘“growlers” often 
mean great danger. They float low 
in the water, leaving little above to 
‘be seen by the lookout. 

Arctic ice is of great soltdity and 
{very irregular in shape. Frequently 


it presents .sharp edges which can 
cut the plates of a ship, shear off 
rivets or drive a hole through the 
bottom as readily as a steel knife.

“Organotherapy” Is an Old Medical 
System Which Bas Becn Revived. 


Is it possible to provide the feeble 
minded with more brain until they 
normal? Wild though the possi- 


bility may seem to the lay mind, it 
has, nevertheless, been seriously dis- 
cussed at the Congress of Medicine in 


Paris. Furthermore, experiments io 
the ecience which is known as “‘or- 
ganotherapy’ have already been 
attempted, 

This science really consists of 
treating diseased organs with medi- 
cines made from similar organs. It 


is pointed out by medical experts that 
the building up or do:toring of onc 
organ with extracts from a similar 
one was practiced 2,000 years ago, 
although, of course, in a very crude 
fashion. It is on record that patients 
suffering from an affection of any 
}particular part of their system were 
}given the same part of an animal to 
eat, with the idea of repairing the

The Wonderfol Feast of Lucuallus at 
Which Six Maidens, Dressed as 
Nymphs, Floated In Boats on #

led In Our Age of Vaunted Mag- 
nificence,

In this era of the high cost of liv- 
ing it is interesting to turn backward 
| the pages of history and see what 


| Fome of ihe world-peoples of the past 
| Place i on their tables, 

| e «now that bread was the ear 
liesi cooked food, Sometimes it wa 


‘made of flour produced by crushing 
| aeorns, but more often it was mer« 
ly the crude mixture of Heypt called 
| ‘kuscoussoo,” and consisted of flour 
‘and water cooked together in a bas 
ket over boiling water, 

The fact that though the children 
j of Israel had been mere slaves in 
| Pharaoh's land they were always 
| pining for ‘he fleshpots of Egypt 
speaks pretty well for the Egyptian 
}food, The cabbage was one of the 
favorite foods and was so highly 
esteemed that it became an object of 
worship. 

The cookery of ancient Greece was 
very simple, although at one time the 
|} Athenians knew 72 ways of making 

bread. The Athenians were criticised 
| by their Roman neighbors for their 
frugal fare, and to “live like an 
Athenian’’ was a term of reproach, 
a contemptuous way of telling a per- 
son he was stingy. In Sparta ab- 
}stemiousness was carried still fur- 
ther, and a traveler who had tasted 
the “black broth of Sparta’’ said he 
| could understand why the Spartans 
were so fearless of death, since any 
one in his senses would rather die 
than continue to live on such exe- 
crable food. 

| ‘The Greeks, 


nevertheless, raised 
cooking to a fine art. In a fragment 
of an old Greek comedy a cook is 
introduced who boasts of cooking a 
} fish so deliciously that it returned 
admiring glances from the frying 
pan. At any rate, at the time that 
| Greece was conquered by Rome the 
Grectan cooks were considered among 
the most valuable plunder carried 
back to the Eternal City. 

Though the Romans capiured the 
Grecian cooks the simple cookery of 


j}that country was poorly suited do 
lthe taste of the conquerors. The 
time when “fa consul could dine on 
a roasted turnip’ soon passed, and 
the extravagance and gluttony of 
jancient Rome have never been equal- 
‘ed in the world’s history. Some of 
the Romans were as cruel as they 
l were gluttonous. To give fowls a 


more excellent flavor Pollio had them 
fattened on the flesh of his slaves. 
Lucullus once gave a dinner under 
e wonderful cireubar tent construct- 
for the oceasion. A lake of wine 
upied the centre and six maidens, 
as nymphs, floated on the 
in gilded boats, serving the wine 
volden Jadles. Eighteen bun- 
dred kinds of meat, fish, and vege- 
tables were served at this banquet, 
which lasted 40 hours. <A small din- 
ner which this famous’ epicure 
served for Caeser, Pompey, and him- 
jself coet $5,000; but even this ex 
travagance was surpas by Vitel 
lius, whose daily marketing averaged 


from 


$15,000... At one of his banquets 
'2 000 of the rarest fish and 7,000 of 
the mew‘ curious birds were placed 
| before his guests In four months 
‘he spent over $20,000,000 for his 
table 

| The more costly the dish the more 
| did it appeal to the high liver of an 
jcient home Tongues of nightin 


brains of peacock, roe of the 
fish, and brains of humming 
| birds were used at their feasts. Dor 
tnice, cuttlefish, and hedeehogs were 
| considered delicacies, especially when 
le, ed with a sauce made from 
honey, rue, pepper, assafoetida, and 
an oil made of decomposed fish.

| bs rbaric manners marked the table 
customs of the middle ages. Forks 
|} were not used till the 17th century 
They were brought to lWngland from 


Italy and were not popular for some 
time Englishmen spurned the ube 
of the fork as being unmanly, and 
spoons and knives were considered 
equally unnecessary, for soup could 
be swallowed from the bowl, and the 
thumb was a perfectly good tool to 
use in buttering one’s bread 

The common people ate their food 
‘from wooden trenches or boards, but 
the baron enrd his guests used 
j trenchers made of pewter or precious 


metal, Earthenware plates were not 
in common use till the 17th century 
Afier the feast an alms dish was 
brought and tne chaplain received 
the broken bits of bread and meat 
for the poor under the direction of 
the almoner,. 

here was great extravagance, At 


a feast given by Edward IV. in 1476, 
62 cooks were employed, and among 
the things which went to make this 
“royal feed’ were beeves cooked 
| whole, mutton, antelope, venison and
